Madrid to consider the affairs of Morocco, there comes to us tidings of one of 

those outrages that are so characteristic of Moorish functionaries. In few towns 

are the Jews more grossly maltreated than in Fez, the capital of Morocco. Tho 

case which we here mention is the latest that has ocourred in thattown. A new 

Cadi (magistrate) had been appointed, and shortly after his installation he received 

a congratulatory visit from an old friend, Jacob Benoliel, a respectable merchant, : 
who was accompanied by two other Jews. In accordance with custom they 
brought with them as a gift two fowls and a basket of eggs. The new Cadi 
summoned one of his soldiers and sent his three visitors to the Governor. This 
official, after having compelled the Jews to walk through the town with the fowls 
and eggs on their backs, whilst the soldiers and the Moorish rabble beat them, fur- 

ther subjected them to the torture of a severe flagellation. 80 cruel was this 

undeserved treatment that Benoliel was not expected to survive. The shameful 

incident plainly shows how necessary it is that proper measures should be enforced 

in Morocco for the protection of the lives of the Jows. We note that tho 
Aborigines Protection Society has petitioned Lord Salisbury in the sense lately 
advocated by us—the establishment of an International Tribunal at Tangier as a 
substitute for the present system of protection. 


_ Mr. 8. L, Lee’s paper before the Jews’ College Literary Socicty was full of 
interesting facts, as was only to be expected from the reputation of the lecturer, 
who has made the Middle age of Anglo-Jewish history the subject 
of his researches for many years. Indeed Mr. Lee made his début in historical 
literature with his paper on the “Original of Shylock,” a subject on which he 


‘again threw additional light last Sunday. Much: of his materials he has 


published himself at various times, so that few additions could be expected in 
his summary of his researches given in his paper. But it was interesting to 
have the scattered details collected together into a consistent picture, and this 


was what Mr. Lee offered his audience on Sunday. The interest which will 


always centre round Shylock makes the subject something more than a literary 
curiosity, and causes it to be a much needed addition to the historical materials 
required to give us the background before which the heroic figures of the 
Elizabethan epoch—Shakespeare, Bacon, Raleigh, Cecil, and the rest lived and 
moved, 


A genial article, combining poetry and gossip in the style of Mr 
Andrew Lang, appeared in the Daily News of Tuesday last on the everlasting 
subject of the secret of Heine’s genius. One statement might have been more 
earefully guarded to prevent possible misconception, for the writer declares that 


- Heine was not 2 German because he was a Hebrew. All that was meant is that 


Heine was not of German race ; hence Heine’s wit, as some cruel, and we must 
add unjust, critics remark. In the course of the article allusion is made toa 
savage-tribe legend which supposes woman to have been made from the tail of 
original man (for several legends provide primitive human beings with that 
appendage). The writer proceeds to moralise on this legend and to wonder 
what to splendid effect Heine would have turned the story had le known it, It 
is not impossible, we venture to submit, that Heine was actually acquainted with 
the legend. In a Hebrew Midrash, a legend may be found to the effect that Eve 
was created from the tail of Adam. This fancy is employed by the poet Thomas 
Moore, who makes some very ungallant remarks thereanent, Moore quotes the 
legend as occurring in the Rabbinical literature, but we are not able to state 
from what exact source he derived his knowledge of it. | 


- The condemnation which has been expressed in several leading Berlin 
journals of the connection between Herr Sticker and the Berlin Msssion, owing 


to his pronounced anti-Semitic tendencies, has had an important effect on his 


colleagues inthat body. Herr Sticker, it is stated, is no longer at the head of 
the mission, which has given the best possible proof that it in no way includes 
enmity to the Jews in its propaganda for arousing tho religious zeal of Berlin 
Christians. Curiously enough, it is expected that Sticker’s successor will be a 
Semite, Dr. Paulus Cassel, a brother of the learned Dr. David Cassel. He 
is a convert to Christianity ; but although he is a zealous worker in the 
attempt to make other Jews follow his example, he has never been known 


| to utter or write a single word against his former faith or coreligionists, No 


one indeed condemned Sticker’s vicious movement more emphatically than 
did Dr. Paulus Cassel. |

The income is almost wholly 
derived from subscriptions, which amountod to £225 11s. Paring the year the bene- 

fits of the Society have been granted to55 widows, who collective y received £191 15s 
The number of subscribers, mostly belonging te the poorer working classes, is 820. 
Since the establishment of the Society, £2,223 has been paid to widows. The fol- 
lowing were elected honorary officers for the ensuing year: President, Mr, L. Reed ; 
Vice-President, Mr. H. Van Staveren ; Treasurer, Mr. J. Berg ; Auditors, Messrs, 8. 
Friedlander, J. Houtman, A. Salomons, Messrs. D. Jacobs and A. Limburg were 
elected to fill vacancies on the Committee. A special vote of thanks was passed, on 
the motion of the Chairman, to Mr. Sarfaty, who has withdrawn from the office of 
President, which he had held for upwards of twenty years, The meeting closed with

VOTING CHARITIES, 2 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
Srn,—I have just read in the Jewish Chronicle of the 6th inst., a letter on 
‘ Voting Charities,” signed “Devonshire Square,” which so exactly expresses my 
views that I could have fancied I had written it myself. 
I have watched this wicked system for fully a quarter of a century, and every 


sought for to those who have most influence and friends instead of to those rg 
are the most forlorn and friendless: it is immoral as far as the voters are concern ’ 
since it makes them overlook the merits and necessities of other applicants, of 
whose cases they know, nothing, in their eagerness to benefit their own protéges. 
It exercises a atill more immoral influence on the applicants, since a familiarises — 
them with the process of asking, and is a veritable school of mendicancy ; more- 
over it induces them frequently to spend money which should be applied to purposes 
of strict necessity, on the speculation of writing for votes, to say nothing of pur- 
chasing them, which is frequently done through another person, It is dishonest, 
since the trickery and deception, the bartering and the false promises exercised at 
“Charitable” elections are of the vilest and most barefaced description, What, 
however, shocks me far more than all these is the hard-hearted and refined cruelty, 
which admits on to the lists from twice to ten times the number of applicants for 
whom there are vacancies, and leaves the rejected to repeat the weary process of 
application from election to «lection, until frequently, in the case of children, the 
age for admission is past, or in that of invalids, the malady has advanced to a stage in 
which no treatment can be of benefit. Any system by which the holy name of 
Charity has been more polluted and distorted, it is difficult to conceive. It is an 
outcome of this century, before which it was unknown, and happily it is confined 
to this country, I may almost say to this city, since it is only practiced in England, 
and I am glad to say that most of the non-metropolitan charities are exempt from 
this great vice, That the Jews have followed this very undesirable “Hukkath-ha. 
goyim" is very little to their credit, and the sooner they drop it the better. Let us 
hope they soon will, 

I have been met by only two arguments in favour of voting during my long 
crusade against it, the one, that it brings money into the coffers of the institutions, 
and the other that no committees, whether general or investigating, can be relied 
upon to select beneficiaries honestly, and having only in view the merits of the 
respective applicants, | | 

To the first I would reply, that persons who subscribe in order to have pat- 
ronage, are precisely those whom every Charity had better be without, since they 

are those who act in their own personal interests only, and have no care for the 
poor ; and tothe second, that if the subscribers have so low an opinion of those 
they select to manage institutions, they are very unwise in. confiding to them their 
funds for administration. 

It is true that societies cannot break faith with those to whom they have 
prom'sed a given number of votes for a certain consideration, but let them promise 
no more, and let them invite, and take all means in their power to induce these ‘ 
vote-holders by prescription to confide their administration to their own Com.- | 
mittees, who have gone through the whole of the cases, Many already do so, many 
more would do so if the matter were properly represented to them, and very soon 
the Committees, aided in every case by a reliable sub-Committee of Investigation, 

chosen by the subscribers, or even by themselves, would find themselves able to 
admit many of the most really deserving cases, and thus gradually the voting system 
would die out, and become a thing of the past, as happily have become many other 
glaring abuses, | 

Meanwhile those who object to the system have merely one course open,'which 
is that which I have adopted for many years, namely to sternly and consistently 
refuse to contribute to any Society where voting is in force. It is true my name 
figures on many such as a Life Governor of old standing, but it is very long 
since I have given them any support, and 1 have merely not withdrawn my name 
that I might have the right to lecture them on the iniquity of this practice, my 
few votes being always left to the Committees to administer, 

I regret much to be shut out from supporting such great Charities, as the Earls. 
wood Idiot Asylum, the Royal Hospital for Incurables, and the various splendid 

| Orphanages and Asylums, which I should feel it my first duty to aid, were they free 
from this foul blot, As it is, happily there are scores of noble Charities which are 
not diafigure d by the voting system, and unhappily there are myriads of suffering poor 
to be aided, but I regret to find that there are still so many charitable persons who, 
having the same horror of voting and elections as I have, still continue to sub- 
boribe to the institutions where they are in full force. 


The evil isa radical one, and requires a radical remedy, which can only be

benefit of Jewish supervision. I immediately placed myself in communication with 
the Rev. Delegate Chief Rabbi, with the unfortunate result that neither he or those 
acting with him could furnish me with the information desired. Eventually she 
was committed to Limpley Stoke Reformatory near Bath. 

Having thus far interested myself in the case I visited her, the matron of the 
institution assuring me that her religious welfare should be well cared for, and it 
was from a Protestant point of view as time showed. Visiting Bristol 
I had the advantage of an introduction to Mrs. Sternberg a kind and philan- 
thropic lady there whose sympathies I soon enlisted in this case, she in 
company with the Rev. Mr, Levy (although over 21 miles from Bristol) 
visited her, they found despite the matron’s assurances that obsta- 
cles were placed in the way of the girl's religious training. Being 
at once apprised of such, I naturally again turned to the Delegate Chief Rabbi 
for assistance and advice. I suggested to him the advisability of the Board of 
Deputies and the Visitation Committee approaching the Home Secretary, The 
reverend gentleman in his reply to me enclosed a note from Dr, Asher, stating that 
they were of opinion that the Home Office would not interfere. I however did not 
share their opinion cr sympathise with the policy of standing still. To me it meant 
@ soul to be rescued, a Jewess to be kept to the old faith, and surely such a cause was 
worthy of some exertion, Failing to get the necessary support from our friends in 
London, I at once essayed to see if the provinces could succeed where London failed. 
So placing myself in communication with the Member for my Parliamentary Divi- 
sion, Mr. H.8, King, a gentleman to whom I was a political opponent, and who was 
fully aware of such >pposition ; laying the case before him, he placed all the details 
before the Secretary of State for the Home Department with the result that she 
was transferred to the Red Hill Lodge School, Bristol, at which place she is per- 
mitted to attend the synagogue on Sabbaths and Festivals, and also to have the 
advantages of the Rev. Mr. Levy’s ministrations and Mrs. Sternberg’s visits, To 
this lady I owe an apology for bringing her name into print without authority, but 
I believe it to be the least wecan do to chronicle the deeds of those of our faith 
who by gifts of time and money are prepared to assist in the rescue of our waifs 
and strays. With this record of stern fact as to how the question at present affects 
us, let me in conclusion point out where in my opinion the remedy might be 
found, By the Board of Deputies conjointly with the Visitation Committee taking 
common action and selecting some certified schools in the metropolitan area, where 
they couldarrange with the managers, subject to the approval of the Home Office 
some scheme whereby these waifs and strays wanting those advantages of home 


influence, could have their spiritual welfare cared for by the lay, clerical and volun. . 


tary help so easily obtainable in town. The various congregations would gladly 
acquiesce in such a scheme, and arrangements could be made for the transferof all 
such cases to London, the provincial synagogues in most cases being heavily handi- 


capped in other directions. .

Si#,—The announcement in.a recent number of the Jewish Chronicle that a 
new translation of the Prayer Book would soon be published has afforded consider- 
able sutiafaction to all engaged in Jewish educational work. The want of a good 
translation suitable for school nse has been long and severely felt, and teachers 
have been driven to various shifts to supply the deficiency. 

There areoin my opinion three conditions upon which the success of the new 
rendering as a school-book will depend, | 

1, The translation must be of the very simplest kind. The language must be 
brought down to the grasp of children.ten years old. All attempts at “ elegance " 
or “style” must be carefully shunned, It is the craving after “ literary style” 
which has vitiated all cur present tranelatione, 

2. The book +}: ul4 cost not more than one ehilling per copy, nett. A higher 
price than thie would effectually exclude it from our elementary schools, 

4, The printing should be eo arranged that the book could be sold in two parts, 
one contisting of the Morning Prayers, and the other of the Sabbath Prayers, The 
first part should aleo contain the first portion of each Sedrah of, ut least, the Book 
of Genesis, Each part stould cost not more than 4d, or 7d, 

I venture to offer these practical suggestions, for Iam most anxious to see a 


goo serviceable translation in ure in our echools, I hope the unknown translator 


may prove to be a practical teacher,

The three volaiees contain respectively the Papers delivered at the Exhibi- 
tion Conferences, the Hebrew Shetaroth edited and analysed by Mr. M. D. Davis, 
and a Bibliographical Guide to Anglo-Jewish History compiled by Messrs. Joseph 
Jacobs and Lucien Wolf. It will be of interest to our readers to learn some- 
thing of the contents of the several volumes ; comment on their value may be 
left for another occasion. The volume of Papers opens with Prof. Graetz’s dis- 
course, which deserves that position as it was mors of an inaugural addréss than 
of a special treatment of any distinct topic like the remainder of the Papers 
which are printed in order of delivery. Mr. Joseph Jacobs’s Paper on the London 
Jewry of 1290 gives the elaborate and precise plan of the holdings of the London 
Jews at the Expulsion, which we published atthe time. His Paper is practically 
, commentary on this, and contains, a other things, a pedigree 
of the Hagin family, after prominent members of whom he considers Huggin 
Tane to be named. Then follows Mr. Lucien Wolf's — of the Middle Ages 
of Anglo-Jewish history between 1290 and 1666, in which he addaces 
many interesting and novel facts, in addition to those previously 
given by Mr. Lee, to prove the existenze of Jews in this country at a time when 
the ordinary historians of England dispute their existeive. Among these are 
‘adications of English proselytes to Judaism. Then follows the Rev. F. 
L. Cohen’s elaborate Paper on Synagogue Music, in Which for the first time in. 
English an adequate account is given of the distifguishing charaoterieties of 
Jewish Music. The Paper is illuctrated with many examples of Jewish melodies 


noted the specimen of reading the Law with the cantillation on page 104. Mr. 
Walter Rye’s Paper on the Persecutions of the Jews in the Pre-expulsion Period 
is full of melancholy interest, which does not however prevent it from being 
very pleasant reading, owing to the skill with which Mr. Rye has grouped his 
facts together. Dr. Gross’ Paper or the Jewish Exchequer follows, and by means of 
notes and appendices has been elaborated into a complete treatise on the subject 
which will be henceforth indispensable to the English historian of the period as well 
as to the special student. So elaborate are the annotations that on one occasion 
they leave but one line of text on the page: the appendices give a list of the 
Justices of the Jews, and two important documents which have not been 
hitherto printed, the first giving in difficult Norman French the heads of the 
constitution of the Jewry in Edward I.’s time, and the second settling the question . 
as tothe motives of the decree ofexpulsion. Dr. Gaster follows with an ingenious 
paper on the Jewish origin of the carly English metrical Romances dealing with 
Arthur and Merlin. Dr. Adler, in the final Paper, deals with the Chief Rabbis 


evidence for the view that there was a school of Tosaphista at Norwich. The 
view will probably not remain uncontested by Talmudical scholars, but it certainly 
deserved being brought out of obscurity and discussed in the light of modern 
esearch. A reprint of the Report of the Executive Committee of the Exhibition

The remaining two volumes deal with the materials of Anglo-Jewish history, 
and from that point of view cannot compete with the volume of Papers where 
raw materials have been dressed and prepared for literary digestion.

THE JEWISH DEATHS OF LONDON IN 1887. 


_ We are enabled to give the details of the death-roll of the London Jews 
during the past year, and to contrast it with the same record for 1886. It is 
satisfactory to be able to state that there is a decrease in the total number. 
Thus taking the burials conducted by the Burial Society attached to the United 
Synagogue, there were 1,172 last year, against 1,209 in 1886, a decrease of 30. 
These numbers include the still-births which are not reckoned in the Registrar- 
General’s return, but removing these, we have 1,033 deaths in 1887, against 
1,047 in the preceding year. This is the first time since 1882 that there has been

For the time being it is clear that a cessation has come to the immigration of 
our foreign brethren. If the death-rate was last year the same as in 1886, it 
might even be possible that a certain amount of emigration has taken place. The 
burials from the KE. and E.C. districts have decr from 919 to 894, and the 
“charity ” funerals have decreased from 670 to 642. All this indicates either an 
exceptionally healthy year or a decrease in the East End Jewish population, and 
in any case disposes of the idea of any increase. Unfortunately there is little 
probability that the past year was exceptionally healthy, as of tho 1,033 deaths, 
no less than 529 were under five years old, a proportion which to the statistician 
is conclusive evidence of a higher death-rate than the normal English rate. We 
must therefore conclude that there has been a slight decrease in the Jewish popu- 
lation in the East End, or at any rate we can be absolutely certain that there oe 
been no increase. 

That the yaar was generally more healthy than the preceding one for Jews 
not so oppressed by poverty may be gathered from the slight decrease in the 
number of deaths among those synagogues that have separate burials from 
the United Synagogue, and the members of which must not be taken into 
account as immigrants during the last seven years: |

These two sets of yO enable us to judge pp eee: of the number of 
Jews in London. Taking the death-rate of 1,033 Jews busied by the Burial 
Society at 25 per thousand, this would indicate a population of about 41,320, of 
whom 31,500 would bein the E. and E.C. districts. To obtain the complete 
census of the Jews of London we should add about another 5,000 for the 105 
deaths from the synagogues not in the Union and we get a total of some 47,000, of 
which 31,000 live in the poorer districts. Of these 31,000 it is probable that at 
least one half are English born, and of the remainder, not more than 5,000 or 6,000, 
or about 1,500 families, have arrived here during the past six years since 1882, 
to account for the increase of about 150 in the annual number of deaths in the 
community, though some of these might be accounted for by the normal increase 
in our numbers due to the excess of the births over deaths. To 
such insignificant dimensions does “.pauper immigration,” so far as it applies 
to Jews, sink when tested by the inexpugnable testimony of figures. 


FATAL FIRE NEAR HOUNDSDITOH. 


The neighbourhood of Houndsditch was the scene, early in the morning of 
Friday last, of a calamitous fire, resulting in the loss of four lives. The fire 
occurred at 15, Ellison Street, a narrow street leading from Middlesex Street to 
Gravel Lane. The inmates of the house were Mrs. Rosetta Boginsky peony 
known under the name of Phillips), her four children, and a crippl 
Jacob Newfield, and another family named Salzedo, consisting of three persons. 


as from asphyxia. In fact,’as the medical testimony at the inquest showed, they 
had been suffocated before the fire reached their bodies. The names and ages of the 
deceased were : Rosetta Borginsky, 55 ; Judith Salzedo, 75 ; Sophia Salzedo, 39; and 
Mordecai Salzedo, 3. The latter, who was deaf and dumb, was a bright and 
intelligent child, and was a great favourite with the residents in the vicinity, The 
aged Mrs. Salzedo was mother of Mr. Jacob Salzedo, one of the Shochetim in the 
employ of the Shechita Board. 

The fire broke out shortly after three o'clock in the morning, and was discovered 
by Police Constable Webber, of the City Police, who at once gave the a'arm and acted 
with considerable bravery in attempting to make his way through the dense smoke 
into the burning house, Webber was subsequently disabled through breaking the 
fall of one of the inmates who threw thetiselves out of the windows and thus saved 
their lives. They were however mach injured, partly by the fire, and more espe- 
cially by jumping from the window on the second floor, the sheets into which they 
fell giving way beneath their weight. The survivors, who included the cripple, 
wore promptly tended in the houses of neighbours, and were subsequently removed 
to the Hospital. Early as was the hour at which the disaster took place, an ex- 
cited vrowd soon collected, and when the serious exten! of the calamity was made 
aparent, the utmost sympathy was shown both with the rescust inmates and with 
the relatives of the deceased. Later in thoday the feclings of grief and sympathy 
became more intense, the “ Lane”’ very | ae ae crowded on Fridays with resi- 
dents making their purchases for the Sabbath. 

The inanedh on the bodies of the four victims of the fire was held on Tuesday by 
Mr. Langham, the City Coroner, at the Mortuary, Golden Lane, After a fu 
inquiry, the Coroner summed up the evidence by remarking that every effort bad 
been made by the Fire Brigade and others to rescue the unfortunate deceased, and 
there was nothing to suggest that the fire was the work of an incendiary, The 
jury therefore found an open verdict. The funerals of the deceased took place on 
the rame afternoon.

ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY.

at last estimate the additions to our knowledge of the history of the Jews 
in this country which have been made by the Exhibition press. 

_ A cursory glance at the three volumes, which form the series, will show 
that much has been done to elucidate the early history of English Jews 
before they were forced to leave the country by Edward I. One whole volume 
is devoted to the Hebrew deeds left behind them. These documents have been 
edited and analysed by Mr. M. D. Davis, who has at last the satisfaction of 
seeing the results of many years’ labour appear in the light of open day. A 
large proportion of the Papers delivered at the Exhibition, and now pub- 
lished in a separate volume, dealt also with the “ Pre-expulsion period” as 
it is called. Attendants at the lectures will remember Dr. Henwanw ApLER’s 
resuscitation of the ‘‘ Wise Men of Norwich,” or Mr, Josera Jacons’ 
ingenious identification of Huggin Lane, near Wood Street, with the Chief 
Rabbi Haciy, or Dr. Gaoss’s account of the Jewish Exchequer. And 
lastly in the bibliography which forms the third volume of the series, the 
printed and MS. sources of the earlier history are put forth for the first 
time at full length, showing by the extent of the list how large a part was 
played by the early Jews in the general history of England. Nor 
has the history of the period immediately succeeding the Expul- 
sion failed to have new light thrown upon it owing to the Exhibition. Mr. 
Locren Wotr’s paper and the corre sponding section in the Bibliography 
show conclusively that at no period of English history was our country 
entirely without Jews. This fact was first proved by Mr. 8. L. Lex, who 
last Sunday gave additional evidence, and it must be reckoned with 
henceforth by all historians of England. -It cannot be said that 
the moro modern period of our history, that which dates from 
Menasseh ben Israel, has been equally elucidated in connection 
with the Exhibition. The Bibliography gives much antiquarian lore 
which still awaits the historian’s pen to instil into it the life of an artistic 
presentment. It will come as a surprise to most persons to find a stout 
volume of over two hundred and fifty pages filled merely with the titles of 
works dealing with the history of the Jews inthis country. It is clear that 


there is plenty of material to work upon even inthe short and seemingly 


uneventful annals of our sojourn in England. 


Some will ask what is the use of applying so much industry 


and ingenuity to this small section of a large subject. Not very long ago 
this question was discussed in our columns, and we have deferred to this 
occasion our comments on the discussion. We are glad to see Anglo. 
Jewish history takiug its rightful place among the studies which are engaging 
the attention of our younger scholars. That place is an important one because, 
as one of our cc respondents pointed out, Anglo-Jewish history is the 
subject which can be prosecuted with most natural advantages in this 
country. But this accident would be scarcely sufficient to justify 
much encouragement or enthusiasm for the study of Anglo-Jewish 
history unless its claims were also based on higher considerations, 


On the general utility of the study of history we need not here expa- 
tiate. Judaism is founded on an historical basis, and the Bible itself is | 


Hi story proved by institutions. The Messianic hope, at the root of our sepa- 


rateness, is the conviction that the long toils of our people are divinely directed 


to agreat end. In searching after the inner meaning of Jewish history, 
each country throws light upon the other, and the philosopher who would 
study the history of the Jews has as many lessons to learn from those of 
England as from those of countries where their record has hitherto been 
known. As a contribution then to the solution of general Jewish 
questions, the history of our people in England deserves our notice. 3 

Looking at the subject somewhat more closely and in nearer relation 
to ourselves, the claims of our modern history upon the notice of the com- 
munity may be urged from a strictly practical standpoint. If we fail to 
appreciate the labours of communal workers in the past, how can we hope 
that those of the present and future will be encouraged to persevere in 
their work ? Fame, evenin the contracted sense of communal fame, is an 
incentive to pnblic work greater than any other. To have earned the 
applause of our fellow-men is the sweetest meed of our life’s work. But if we 
see that others who have worked before us are forgotten and neglected, that 
particular incentive, which to some minds has so much force, would be lessened 
in effectiveness, and the community would be so far the loser. 

History is not alone a means of apportioning praise to the workers of 
good. It has an office of instruction to perform which may at times give 
golden counsel. Thus, as Prof. G-amrz pointed out in his paper, the 
emancipation struggle in England has many points of interest which 
distinguish it from the parallel movement on the Continent. In the 
face of the foreign element that is again forming so considerable a 


portion of the community, it would be valuable to know by what 
precise means our fathers managed to gain the goodwill of their 


fellow-citizens, and came to be so thoroughly Englishmen, One lesson, a 
very superficial glance at their history, might teach us even at the present 
day. They had patience: they knew how to live down ill-will. They 
were not so ready to fly into controversy if the least disparaging word 
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THE JEWISH 
was said of them, Without much spiritaal enlightenment, perhaps, were 
those ancestors of ours; bat they had a quiet dignity of their own 
which gradually but permanently won the respect of theit ‘neighbours. 
There is another quality of earlier English Jews, which might well be 
borne in mind in these days. Our fathers were consistent in their 
adherence to their creed and its practices. The Englishman is perhaps 
the most inconsistent of mortals, but he admires consistency, and 
there is no doubt that the Gotnsmips, Monrsviones, RorHscnips, 
Conese, and others of the leaders of the Anglo-Jewish community of past 
generations did much to make emancipation real by refusing to accept it by 
any sacrifice of their convictions, In Germany, the leaders did not fully 
identify themselves with the practices of their poorer coreligionists, and 80 
emancipation came in @ half-hearted way. That lesson of consistency may 
still one day stand us in good stead. 

Our ancestors have taught us much and can teach us more. They also 
made us what we are. These men of whom we have spoken had the 
fate of the present community in their hands when they behaved as they 
did. Their actions and feelings have tended to give us the natures we 
possess and the position which we occupy. In studying their 
lives and in thinking over again their thoughts we are really 
seeing the beginnings of our own selves. Something of the reverence 
which we pay to parents must be given to the men who 
transmitted to us all that we have inherited, This “ piety,” as the old 
Romans called the fecling, finds its expression in the study of Anglo-Jewish 
history as in the larger field of affairs where our career forms part of the 
history of civilised mankind. | 

Enough has now been said to justify the recent revival of interest 
in Anglo-Jewish History. The communal gratitude is due to those who 
have given expression to this revival, first in the recent Exhibition, and now 
in the volumes which form its most lasting outcome. | 


“ELIZABETHAN ENGLAND AND THE JEWS,” 


On Sunday evening Mr. Stpnry L, Lex read a paper on “ Elizabethan England 
and the Jews," ata meeting of the Jews’ College Literary and Art Society, Mr, 


Chavpe G, Morterrone presided. 


Mr. 8. L. Lee said that in 1579 we know from contemporary sources 
that a play called ‘the Jew'’-~no longer extant—was performed in London, 


at the Bull Inn in Bishopsgate, with an eminent success, Fivetyears later, in a rude 


comedy entitled “ The Three Ladies of London,” three scenes deal with the quarrel 
of a Jew named Gerontus with his debtor, an Italian merchant called Mercatore. 
About 1590 Marlowe, the first great English dramatist, made the story of a Jew of 
Malta the subject of some of his chief tragedies, and Shakespeare soon followed 
Marlowe with the “Merchant of Venice” in the character of Shylock. The 
similarity between the dialogue of Gerontus and Mercatore, and that of Shylock 
and Antonio leads to the conclusion that Shakespeare must have been acquainted 


with the “Three Ladies of London.” The popularity of Marlowe's “Jew” was | 


remarkable, The piece was performed between the years 1591 and 1595 and was 
represented more frequently than of any other play, even those of Shakespeare. 
The popularity of the “Merchant of Venice,” which though not Shakespeare's 
greatest production was written in his prime, was conclusive proof of the strength 
of the interest excited in the Jewish character, In several less known plays of the 
time Jews figure as physicians or money-lenders; as a rule they were the villains of 
the pieces, but Shakespeare's Shylock and Beaumont and Fletcher's Jew Zebulon 
indicated an endeavour on the part of the dramativis to set Jewish character in a 


‘more or less just light. If not always complimentary the references to Jews evi- 


denoed considerable knowledge of that people. Incidental references to the Jews 
are also frequent in the Elizabethan drama and in a play of 1609 mention is made 
of the tice of borrowing court drees from a Jew's second-hand clothing shop. 
rhe lish also obtained a knowledge of the Jews from their travels 
abroad, One William Davies, of Hereford, who had travelled in many European lands 
wrote that Jews were to be found everywhere in Christendom except in England, and 
h «prayed that the country might never be defiled by Pope, Turk or Jews 
The Elizabethao drama reflects _— closely Elizabethan society, and the familiarity 
with which the playwrights speak of the Jews proves that they figured to some 
extent in Elizabethan London. Modern historians are, however, of opinion that 
Elizabethan England was wholly free from a Jewish population and some contem- 
porary authorities categorically deny their presenge. The edict of banishment of

Acting on his suggestion and on his promise that he 
would follow later with his family, Maria Nunes proceeded with her friends to 
Amsterdam. Hallevi, true to his word, followed, and the small number of Jews 
then established a synagogue, which gave rise to the large and prosperous co

that is to say, Jews who had embraced Christianity before their arrival in this country, 
might offer the key to the difficulty in determining the subject under discussion. 

They may have come toEngland not as Jews, and have reasserted their ancestral 


religion at a later time. 


Mr. Percy IsAAc inquired whether Mr. Leo's investigations had led to the dis- 
covery of any willsof the sixteenth century which were made by Jews, It would 


also be interesting to follow the question raised by Mr. Marcus Adler with regard to 


Jews in Devonshire. 

-. Mr, Lex, in replying to several questions, said that he had not made any re 
searches into wills, nor was he aware of any traces of Jews in Devonshire. Max 
Miller was quite clear on the point that the Jewish names which were undoubted! 
to be met with in Cornwall could hardly be attributed to the presence of a Jewi 
population. The resemblance, according to Max Miller, was purely accidental. 
One should be very careful in assuming persons to be Jews on account of theit 
names, He himself had come across some notices of a certain Sir Abraham Jacob, 
who had lent money to Charles I., and he had stated in public that this individnal 
was doubtless a Jew. Further investigations had shown that he was a distinguished 
man belonging to a well-known family in a small village in Kent. It was likely 


that Sir Abraham Jacob's parents were of a Puritanic turn of mind and were fond 
of Jewish names,

In the schools connected with the new synagogue, Hebrew and religious instruc- 
tion is given. The first school of the kind was opened at Arthur's Hill, Westgate, 
about the year 1870, It was afterwards removed to the hall which at present 
the Police Station in Westgate Road, and remained there until the schools and syna- 
gogue in Albion Street were built. The attendance consists of about 93 boys and 
girls, and instruction is given on Sunday mornings and on Tuesday and Saturday 
evenings. Many Jewish children, however, are privately taught—a system that 
obtained exclusively amongst the Jews in Newcastle before the school at Arthur's 
Hill was begun. The minister of the synagogue is the Rev. S. Friedeberg, an able 
and eloquent preacher, who has done much to promote the welfare of the congrega- 
tion since his appointment. When the new synagogue was opened eight years ago, 
there were believed to be about 150 families, but the number has increased very much 
since that time, and the families will number about 250, bringing the Jewish com- 
munity of Newcastle, containing four in a family, up to about 1,000 persons in all. 
Amongst these are very few tailors, and if “sweating,” as alleged, be carried on in 
Newcastle in the tailoring trade, the fault, we are assured, cannot be laid at the 
doors of the Jews. In connection with the synagogue, many excellent societies 
exist. There is a funeral society, and a sick club, which provides doctors and day and 


night attendants for those who are ill. There exists also a friend in need society 


that looks after the interests of the poor Jews, keeping them out of the workhouse, 
starting some in business, and sending others to places where they are likely to get 
better on. The ladies connected with the synagogue act a prominent part in the 
work of benevolence, aud make it their duty to see that the very poor are supplied 
with food, fuel, and other necessities. Outside their own sect the Jews in the city 
e Sunday Hospi und, an institution t has :

DEATIU OF A CENTENARIAN, 


Cardiff has just lost its oldest inhabitant in the person of Mr. Harris Barnett 


a centenarian, who died last week at the age of 103. Mr. Barnett was a 
native of Poland, which he left when he was 23 years old.

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MAIMONIDES AND ISLAM. 


BY REV. L. M. SIMMONS, B.A, 


(Lecturer in Hebrew ani Atabic at the Owens College). 
A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOOIETY, 


Ladies and gentlemen ; before I begin the paper, which is to form the subject 
of our discussion this evening, will you allow me to express the gratification it 
affords me to deliver an address in this room, Although born in England, I owe 
what slight knowledge of our literature I may possess to Germany, but I still see 
in the prosperity and the development of the Jews’ College the prosperity and the 
development of Judaism in England, and TF trust that through this institution and 
under its excellent and beloved Principal the English language may become for us 
what Arabic once was, and what — tig ns a wherein we can learn 

‘« to be learnt concerning our history and our literature. 
. prey is toa short period of our connection with the Arabic language and 
with the religion of which Arabic became the handmaiden that I desire to draw 
your attention, I had hoped to begin with a rapid sketch of our early connection 
with Islam and the influence of Arabian culture upon our own literature; to pass 
on to Spain, and to say a few words about Chasdai Ibn Schaprut, and the learned 
Caliph Hakim, about Samuel Hannagid, at the court of Badis, Kirg of Granada, 
about the Jewish silk merchants who were taught the deceit of a sovereign's 
smiles when they received favours from the Hajib Al-Mansur ; but I must not 
forget Luther's advice to a preacher, although [am not preaching now, “Begin 
boldly and leave off quickly.” I am therefore upon the story 
of those Berbers who came over the straits to assist Mohammedan Spain in its wars 
against the Christians, the Moravids, or more correctly the Murabitun, “ those 
devoted to religion,” from which Arabic word we have the French Marabout, “ ugly 
fellow,” but I must begin with the twelfth century, and speak first of the dynasty 
which conquered the Moravids, the Almohades, and then we shall turn our eyes toa 
fanatical,dynasty “in the land of the South,” showing the part Maimonides played in 
the history of eachof them. I do not think that we deal full justice to the impor- 
tant movement in Mohammedan history, which is associated with the Almohades, 
more correctly Almuvahiddun or Unitarians, That the Almohades were not 
fanatics pure and simple, we can learn from the ordinary sources, but an article 
by Prof. Goldziher in a recent number of the Zd.D.M.G., in which important 
selections are given from the Paris MS. of the works of the Mahdi ibn Tumart, the 
founder of the Almohades, throws the true light on this great movement. It was 
a Puritan movement, religious and political. Ibn Tumart was an enthusiast. | 
It is not certain whether he wasa pupil of Ai-Gazzali or ever had met him, 
but he had been influenced by this great man, whom I should like to call, roughly 
speaking, the Cardinal Newman of Islam. The Moravids had not, though at first 
fanatical, made better Moslems of their subjects. Ibn Tumart accused the Moravid 
King that his daughter went in public withi her face uncovered, that;wine was drunk, 
totally regardless of the Koran, and that the flesh of swine was sold in the open 
market, Moreover the Moravids could lay no claim to enlightenment, they were 
passages of the Koran in a literal sense, Hence the name of the follow ers nTumart, 
the Almuvahiddun, or strict Unitarians, In the article in the Zd.D.M.G. we have 
his Tauhid or formula of unity, and must acknowledge its highly spiritual and almost 
pantheistic character. It was only later that Mohamed ibn Tumart allowed himself 
to come forward as Mahdi, and permitted a false genealogy to be made which connected 
him with Mohammed. But it is with his disciple, Abdul Mumen, with whom we are 
more immediately concerned. It is he who founded the Almohad dynasty in 
Andalusia, and compelled the expulsion or conversion of ourfathers. The Almohads, 
as I have said were not common fanatics, We must not forget that a man like Ibn 
Tofail, the author of the philosophical romance Hai ben Jokdan which has been 
translated into Hebrew, Latin, Dutch, English, and a man like Avreroes during an 
important part of his life flourished at their court though the latter in the end was 
banished, It was not a wild orthodoxy which raged at the court of the Unitarians, 
but an enlightened orthodoxy laying stress, however, on one point that a Moslem 
state was for Mussulmans and Mussulmans exclusively. Now the Jews of Andalusia 
and of Barbary had to suffer from the logical consequences of this.theory. Either 
acknowledge that “there is no god but Allah, and Mohammed is the apostle of 
Allah,” or give up hearth and home, Of course there was another alternative to—die,

. e aE or was he not? My old teacher, Professor Gractz, goes eo far af 
= or isa mark of “ Kritiklosigkeit” to deny that Maimonides wore for a time 
me mask 0 slam. But though Dr, Friedlander's defence of Maimonides must modify 

's view, I cannot shake off from my mind a very grave suspicion indeed that 
the accusation against Maimonides is true, still the fact noticed by Dr, Friedlander 
is remarkable, viz., that in the heat of the controversy between the Maimonists 
and anti-Maimonists no reference is made to this supposed lapse of Maimoni- 
des. Abraham ben David of Posquieres the author of the Hassagot to the Yad. 
Hachazzakah is not at all polite, not once only docs he speak of 
Maimonides as UNAM? “this fellow” and yethe does not refer to the fact of Maimon- 
des being unfaithful, though only apparently unfaithful, to Judaism, This is of 
course, only negative evidence, but Iam inclined to think that if Dr. Friedliinder 
cannot find a reference to a certain fact, nobody can, but still, as I have said, I 
cannot shake off the suspicion that the accusation is true, There is the TWND MIN 


which is attributed to Maimonides; there is the testimony of Arabian writers, First 


of all, with regard to the TOW NNX,—though it has been denied that Maimonides 
was the author, no other author has been; suggested, and there is no suspicion of a 
conspiracy to fasten upon his memory a pseudographic work, It is true there is an 
unpleasant trait in it, namely, its legalism, although the same objection might 
apply to the fifth chapter of Hilchot Jesode Hattorah, tothe corresponding subject 
in the Shulchan Arach and to thediscussion in the Talmud the important deci- 
sion arrived at in the upper chamber of Nitza at Lud, The question whether 
a man should ‘suffer martyrdom or not, seems to me to be a question for 
feeling and not for law to decide, But for all this there are eloquent. 
passages in “the “letter on conversion.” I can partake of the indigna- 
tion of the author that one who was at ease in his study enjoying life should reproach 
unsympathetically those who were in sorrow and those who were striving in heart and 
soul to do what seemed to them their best in their affliction, Of course, that it is 


only necessary to profess and not believe, that Mahomed was God's apostle, was 


unworthy of a serious writer, nor does it seem to me very material to the point at issue 
that Islam is not idolatry. Wecan all say that “ there is no God” but Allah,” and most 
of us could say ina sense that ‘‘ Mohammed wasan apostle of Allah "’ ; but still to be- 
come Moslems would beadenial of historical Judaism. But thereseems to me to be genu- 
ine anguish in this passage ‘‘God is a witness that if he who had uttered these reproaches 
against us had uttered many more we should not have sought help for ourselves ; we 
should have said let us lie in our shame, and let our confusion cover us for we have 
gioned against the Lord our God, We know, O God, that we havejdone wickedly and had 
it not been insisted upon that those who pray in these times are committing a trans 

gression, we should have been silent, But will not the ignorant if they hear that to 
pray is asin, leave off praying altogether?” Not ina single passage is quietism under 
persecution justified. The author does not say that Jews should let things take their 
course. On the contrary. “The advice I give to myself, to those I love, and to 
those who ask my opinion is that we should go forth from these places, and go 
to a place where we can fulfil the Law without compulsion and without; fear, and . 
that we c* ould even forsake our home and our children, and all that we possess 


The author speaks, too, almost in the same words as are used in the Jad Hachazakah 


of the duty of OWN LTP, and does not deny that he who dies a martyr’s death 
does sanctify the name of God's, Now was Maimonides the author of the TOWN | 
In spite of its occasional inconsistencies, and in spite of a few objections, I think he 
was, With regard to external evidence we have the fact that the MSS, we are 
acquainted with all bear his name, but I rely more upon internal evidence, There 
are passages which seem to be almost identical with other passages in the JON Mx, 
of which Maimonides is undoubtedly the author, and this very great similarity is 
I think, more than chance canaccount for, In both letters the author insists upon the 
duty of emigration to freer lands, where a Jew can live in accordance with 
his convictions without fear. In both letters the author warns those he is 
addressing not to trust that the Messiah will come and deliver them, for he says that 
the advent of the Messiah has no fixed time that men should depend on it and say 
it is near or far off, The writers of both letters use the Talmudical sentence. 


“Religious Persecutions soon pass by.” The author 
of the WOVANIN, writes thus: “It is the duty of everyone during 
these times to obey as many of the divine precepts as he can 


and if it happens to him that he has committed many transgressions, if 
he has for instance desecrated the Sabbath, he shall not throw off the observance 
of the other lighter precepts, he shall not say because I have broken more im, 
portant commands, I may break this small one, but he shall keep what he is able 
and know that this isan NIN “p'yo 1D'y, a fundamental principle of the Law that 
Jeroboam was punished for setting up the calves at Dan and Bethel, and also for 


neglecting P'W3NINY.” Maimonides uses almost exactly the same words in the 


NM US except that instead of taking “3F 3YVY as an illustration he uses the case of 
building a MDip for the Feast of Tabernacles, 

I think that these points of contact are more than chance can account for, and 

we must suppose either identity of authorship or imitation. But here let me add 
that even if Maimonides be the author (and theauthor does speak pro domo), he would 
have been shocked at the thought that possibly Jews might take his words as an~ 
excuse for denying their Judaism absolutely in order to satisfy their ambition, The 
most which the D'DN permitted themselves was to pretend to deny their Judaism 
before non-Jews, never forgetting that they were really Jews, and striving with 
every fibre of their bodies to lead more consistent lives, 

Now with regard to the Arabic authors, Abu-Oseiba in his history of the phy, 
sicians says in a passage quoted from Abul-Phara)j Bar Hebraeus in Pococke’s “Speci. 
men Historia Arabum,” that Maimonides was compelled to go over to Islam, therefore 
he professed it openly, while being secretly attached to Judaism. It has been pointed 
out that Abu Oseiba gives no authority for his statement, and therefore on Abu Oseiba 
alone we would not rely, But Munk has shown from Al-Qifti that Maimonides 
jn Fez had intercourse with distinguished the 

\ the time of the Almohads was unsatisfactory even fr 
that a revolution at Granada during his dynasty was attributed to the Jews who were 
certainly pretended Moslems, I do not therefore see how Maimonides could have 
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been friendly with Moslem physicians in Fes and still have profeseed Judaism. We 
must always bear in mind that the Gihad was a primary duty of the Unitarians —not 
such a Gihad ax that defined by an Indian Maulawi and quoted in the recent articles 
in the Jimes on “The India of the Queen,”-—but a Gihad in its orthodox sense 
without a legal fiction—a war against unbelievers. I also think that the passage 

referred to by previous writers from the “ Sepher Charedim,” in which 

Maimonides when ho landed at Acca said “I have been rescued from apostacy” is 

almost « confession of having been, till his arrival in Palestine, not quite faithful 

to Judaism, It, however, is not this piece of evidence taken alone or each piece of 

evidence taken separately, which makes me believe that the assertion made against 

Maimonides is true, but the fact that without any suspicion of bias or collusion in 

the evidence, all the evidence converges to the one point. But still I have not 

forgotten the silence of the ‘3K, and therefore I hesitate to say that we have 

demonstration in the matter, Very probably the publication of the letter known by the 

name of the Letter of Consolation attributed to the father of Maimonides to which we 

have already referred, would assist us to settle the question, It is in Arabic, but 
Hebrew excerpts have been published by Edelman in bis Chemdah Genuzah. One 
passage is as remarkable. The writer lays stress upon the duty of prayer, and exhorts 
these to-whom he is writing to be careful about the prayer 99°37, and if they are 
unable even to utter that short prayer to repeat the following “Our God, and the 
God of our fathe re, the necds of thy people of Israel are great, and their knowledge 
is soant, grant O Lord the satisfaction of our wants, and give us our due sustenance 
and hear our prayers. Blessed is he who listeneth to prayer,” This would seem to 
show thatat Fes at any rate it was imporsible for Teraelites as Israelites to 
assemble together to worship, and to bear out the fact quoted in a Moslem source 
“In our land there is no’church and no synagogue,”
